try seems to have gone through its first week of war shock-on a re 
markably even keel. That, 1 should say, is true both of the governmen 
and of the American public. 


Even the sinking of the Athenia, a strikingly cruel tragedy lacking th 


faintest shred of military justification, has been re- 
ceived calmly by the American public, although there 
are signs of growing impatience at the delay in send- 
ing American flag ships to bring home the strandec 
Americans in Europe. 


Perhaps the thing that has given the American 


public its stability thus far is the decisiveness with 
which it has made up its mind. Opinion seems defi- 
nitely fixed upon two points. First, Hitler's guilt for 
pulling the trigger. Second, resolution to stay out of 
this war. The latter is a resolution now of long stand- 
ing, firmly rooted, and thoroughly braced 'against 
events in Europe. Factors which drew us in before 
have been discounted. Undoubtedly that partly ex- 
plains the absence of hysterical emotion over the 
sinking of the Athenia.

from the public authorities—special roads, 
special schools, 
special 
transportation. 


But the axe fell when they learned about 
the special taxes. 


Our county zoning system provides the 


power to stop this ruinous practice. The 
books show that it has already wrought 
great accompEshments. . Thus, according 
to Current History: 


"Marinette County bought up nine 


farms for S7,£0o, zoned off the area 
they occupied and within three years 
slashed its budget $7,000. 


"In seven counties 13 schools were 


shut down, with an annual saving of 
$15,000 
One school was being used 


by five families. 
It cost the county 


S2.580 to buy out those families. In 
that case the county is saving about 
$2,000 a year in school, relief and 
road maintenance, and there is no 
-way of measuring what it has meant 
to those families to get off land that 
could not possibly support them. In 
fact, three-fourths of all the farmers 
moved were on relief and more than 
one-third of these have since become 
self-supporting.*" 
That Marinette 
County could buy 


nine farms at $800 a farm, that schools 
were being maintained for five families, 
and that those five families would willing- 
ly sell their farms to the county at an 
average of about $500 each, all indicate 
the correctness of the state's attitude to- 
ward the matter, the worthlessness of the 
land for farming purposes and, in final 
fact, that our government has functioned 
with a fine show of intelligence, taken 
hold of and handled in a just and enlight- 
ened manner a tough problem combining 
as it did the consolidated mistakes of 
thousands of good, willing and energetic 
people who had displayed, however, poor 
judgment in settling where they did upon 
lands, the productivity of which 
they 


knew not. 


Wisconsin has thus avoided the \ery 


conditions that brought about what even 
the colored folks in the south call the 
Poor White Trash, a stubborn and heroic 
part of our population that will not aban- 
don the lowly cabins of their sires where 
they have perched for perhaps 200 years. 
Their independence and few demands are 
admirable but they fail to realize how 
they tend to drag the surrounding country 
with them by adherence to the primitive 
conditions of backwoods days. A barren 
and sterile soil will never uplift them. 


OIL IS NECESSARY TO RUN WARS 


The curiosity known as the act of 


congress prohibiting us from selling arms 
and munitions to nations at -war had its 
very queerness further emphasized in a 
discussion by Rear Admiral Stuart of 
our navy. 


Admiral Stuait's statement, of course, 


was made before the issuance of the ex- 
ecutive order that now very properly 
forbids our navy and army officers from 
discussing European affairs in any way. 
The Admiral was speaking about essen- 
tials in wartime. He sa\v something just 
as essential as arms and munitions. 
It 


was oil. 
It takes, perhaps, one exper- 


ienced m the present day art of war to 
realize the nature of the collapse that 
would occur in any great nation's mili- 
tary endeavors were it to be denied oil. 
Here is what the admiral said directly to 
tms point 


"The success of military operations 


at home and naval operations at sea 
are becoming more and more depen- 
dent on having available for all re- 
quirements ample supplies of the best 
possible fuels—all of which are de- 
pendent on access to large reserves 
of petroleum 
In wartime the facility 


and speed with which both the army 
v and the navy can maneuvre will un- 


questionably determine the effective- 
ness of military and naval operations 
and -will be dependent on an abun- 
dance of proper fuels for all pur- 
poses during the 
entire period of 


action. 


"Any country attempting an aggres- 


sive war or 
fighting 
defensively, 


which has limited petroleum resourc- 
es, against a foe having access to 
practically unlimited supplies 
of oil 


will be, even though it may possess 
some superiority in armaments, in the 
long run up against a disadvantage 
almost impossible to overcome." 
As if to show heaven's hatred of and 


hostilitj- towards war it has placed 75 
per cent of the world's oil productivity in 
this Western Hemisphere where wars are 
rare. Russia produces about 11 per cent 
of the world's oil and Rumania about 3 
per cent. 


It so happens in the prevailing strug- 


gle in Europe that the democracies will 
probably have sufficient oil because they 
control the seas but in enacting our laws 
we cannot make any pretense of neutral- 
ity unless we write with some fair de- 
gree of logic and irrespective of the con- 
sequences to any country excepting our 
own. 


To prohibit the sale of arms with 


which all Europe is splendidly equipped, 
and to permit the sale of oil for which 
Europe is athirst, tends to show with rare 
strength that our real blunder is in pro- 
hibiting the sale of any lawful article 
of commerce. 


The rules of international law which 


cover the situation plainly and satisfac- 
torily' were fashioned after centuries of 
experience. The act of congress has not 
improved upon them at all. 


JBut' those rules of inteinational law 


say nothing upon the subject of loans and 
credits. 
And that is a field in which 


congress might advantageously continue' 
to hold the reins and where we could 
improve mightily over our 1914 attitude.

Airplanes have not yet reached 


the speed of bullets. Some of them 
however, make from 500 to 600 fee' 
in a second, or about half the speec 
of a bullet fired from a low pow- 
ered rifle. 


Bombing planes are not so fas' 


as some other kinds of war craft 
but some new models can zip alonj 
at a rate up to 450 feet a second 
This fact gives us an idea of the 
trouble a man in the plane .may 
have in aiming at an object on the 
ground. 


A bomb dropped from an air- 


plane in full flight does not 
go 


straight down. It has a forward mo- 
tion and will land at some poin' 
ahead of the place where it is le' 
loose. In warfare of recent times, 
some cities have been bombed "in 
general." In other words, hundreds 
of bombs have been dropped 
in 


many places, without much worry 
about where they fell, so long as 
they struck some part olLa city be- 
low. The object has been to spread 
terror among the people, and make 
them give up. 


Thanks to bomb shelters which 


the people learned to use, the ter- 
ror bombing did not work well in 
certain 
much-bombed cities 


Spain. It caused the death of many 
persons •who •were not soldiers, bu1 
it failed to bring quick capture of 
the cities. 


The chief help of airplane bombs 


to an army is in wrecking places oi 
special value to the enemy. 
Such 


places include munition factories, 
airplane hangars and railway yards. 


Teaching 'bomb-droppers to aim 


their bombs well has been one of 
the main problems of army and na- 
vy officers in late years. Students 
have learned, or tried to learn, just 
how far ahead a bomb will go from 
a plane moving at a certain height 


In some late-model planes, the 


bomb-dropper lies on the floor in 
the nose of the "airplane, ahead of 
the pilots seat. He looks down at 
the 'ground through a window, and 
lets a Somb fall when he believes 
the time is right.
